“HE IS RISEN” 


By Rev. Sam Morris, D.D. 


This is Easter week. It reminds 
us of the resurrection of Christ. 
The Bible says that very early 
on the morning of the first day 
of the week following the cruci- 
fixion of Christ that certain wom- 
en came to the tomb bringing 
with them spices for the purpose 
of anointing His body. When they 
arrived they found the stone 
rolled away and were told by an- 
gels, “He is not here: for he is 
risen, as he said.” I. want to 
speak on that text this morning. 
“He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said.” It suggests three 
things: an empty tomb, a risen 
Lord, and, a fulfilled prophecy. 

“He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said,” 

The Empty Tomb 

Christ’s tomb was empty. That 
was contrary to the precaution of 
His enemies. They did not want 
that to happen. They tried to 
make sure it would not happen. 
They had sealed the tomb with 
the Roman seal of authority 
which would mean death to any- 
one who broke that seal. They 
had likewise placed armed guards 
before it to keep vigil. But 
Roman seals and armed soldiers 
are no match for the power of

God, and so on the third day the 
tomb was opened and emptied of 
His body. 

It was contrary to the precau- 
tion of His enemies. 

It was likewise contrary to the 
expectation of His friends. They 
did not expect Him to rise from 
the dead. They were all down 
in the dumps, sad, mournful, and 
had “taken out.” They had given

First of all, how much is a soul 
worth if weighed in view of the 
torments of Hell? Since there is 
a Hell of fire and eternal torment, 
how much is a soul worth? There 
was a write-up the other day in 
the News, was it?—“A Stranger 
Goes To Church’’—which said that 
this evangelist was “not above 
flashing the word Hell.” No Bible 


preacher who is worth his salt 
minds saying the word Hell. And 
no preacher ever preaches like 
Jesus did and is never honest with 
his church, his pulpit, his ordina- 
tion vows, and the sinners who 
hear him, if he does not preach 
‘out on Hell and what the Bible 
says about it. I want to do that. 
In view of the torments of Hell, 
how much is a soul worth? 


Do you remember what Jesus 
said? Consider some of the things 
the Lord Jesus said about Hell. 
In Matthew, chapter 5, verse 22, 
He said, “Whosoever shall Say, 
Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hell fire.” 


In Matthew 10:28, He. said, 
“And fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: 
is able to destroy both soul and 
body in hell.” 


In Matthew 13:40-43, we read, 
“As therefore the tares are gath- 
ered and burned in the fire; so 
shall it be in the end of this 
world. The Son of man shall send 
forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them which 
do iniquity; and shall cast them 
into a furnace of fire: there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of teeth.” 


Again in Matthew 13:49, 50 we 
read, “So shall it be at the end 
of the world: the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the wicked 
from among the just, and shall 
cast them into the furnace of fire: 
there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” Jesus said that! 

And again I turn, this time 
to Matthew 18, verses 8 and 9, 
“Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into life halt or 
maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire. And if thine eye 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast 
it from thee: it is better for thee 
to enter into life with one eye, 
“rather than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire.” Jesus said 
that! 


And in Mark is a similar pas- 
sage. Jesus said every time about 
hands, or foot, or eye, that it was 
better to enter into life maimed 
than to be cast~ into Hell fire 
where the fire is not quenched 
and the worm dieth not. How 
often Jesus preached on Hell! 


In Matthew, chapter 23, verse 
33, Jesus said, “Ye serpents, ye 
generation of vipers, how can ye 
escape the damnation of hell?” 


And in Matthew, chapter 25, 
verse 41, listen to these words 
from the mouth of the lovely Lord 
Jesus; not from Paul, not from 
Isaiah, not from Peter, James or 
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John, but from the mouth of the 
Lord Jesus: “Then shall he say 
also unto them on the left hand, 
Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” And again 
in verse 46, “These shall go away 


the righteous into life eternal.” 


Every word that I have read on 
Hell thus far, I have read from 
the mouth of Jesus Christ Him- 
self, and it is quoted in the single 
book of Matthew. And do you re- 
member that Jesus said in Luke, 
chapter 16: ‘The rich man also 
died, and was buried. And in hell 
he lift up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom. And 
he cried and said, Father Abra- 
ham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in’ water, and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented 
in this flame. I have five brothers. 
Oh, send somebody to warn them, 
lest they also come to this place 
of terment.” Who told that tragic 
history of the unseen world? 
Jesus did! 


Now I want to'ask yoy this: In 
view of the torments of the 
damned in Hell, in view of the 
torment of poor lost souls who go 
to Hell, oh, how important is the 


soul? How much is your sovyl 
worth, r lost sinners? Brother, 
how much is’ the soul of your lost 


boy worth? Father, how much is 
the soul of your dear daughter 
worth? How much, dear wife, is 
the soul of your husband worth? 
You, business man, how much is 
the soul of that man who works 
every day where you work worth? 
—0or the man who rides the same 
bus that you ride? You talk to 
him about the weather, about the 
government,‘ about the war. You 
talk to him about fishing and va- 
cation. You talk to him about 
everything else and never say a 
word to him about his poor, be- 
nighted and lost soul! How much 
is that soul worth in view of the 
torments of Hell? 


lieve what Jesus said. How many 
say, “I'll take Jesus as an au- 
thority. What Jesus said about 
Hell I believe’? De you believe 
that? Let’s see your hand if you 
do. (Thousands held hands—nearly 
all.) All right, thank you. Now 
you say you do. Let us say you 
do. Let us see if you do. Do you 
believe that every poor sinner who 
dies unconverted, who dies with- 
out being born again; everyone 
who dies without having been 
saved; everyone who dies without 
repenting of his sins and trusting 
in Christ and so getting a new 
heart; everyone who dies without 
Christ, goes to Hell and eternal 
torment? Do you believe that 
everyone who reaches the years 
of accountability, everyone who 
knows right from wrong and who 
never repents, who is never con- 
verted, who is never saved, who 
is never born again, goes to Hell? 
Do you really believe they go to 
Hell? Let’s see your hands. How 
many believe it? Do you believe 
that? (Nearly entire congregation 
holds hands.) 


Well, wait a minute. Maybe you 
do not stop to realize what is in- 
volved. Do you believe that down 
in Hell’ there is literal torment, 
that Hell is a place of torment? 
That is what Jesus said. Those 
were the words of Jesus Christ in 
Luke, chapter 16: “This place of 
torment,” and “I am tormented in 
this flame.” Why should I apolo- 
gize for believing there is fire in 
Hell? If Jesus said “fire” why 
shouldn’t I say “fire”? 
preacher brother, can you give me 
one good reason? When I preach 
on Hell, why shouldn’t I say “fire” 


if Jesus said “fire’? Why not?

Don’t you believe there is fire in 
Hell? Do you believe that this 
person in Hell is still tormented 
there ? 

Do you believe that poor rich 
man in Hell—oh, what a mockery 
to call him rich now! The man 
had a few meals—and we call him 
rich! The man had some purple 
clothing and fine linen—and we 
call him rich! Now for two thou- 
Sand years he has been tormented 
in Hell, and would give all the 


wealth he ever had in the world 
now for one drop of water on his 
poor tongue; and you call him 
“the rich man”! Do you believe 
that poor man is tormented in 
Hell like Jesus said? 


Do you believe Hell is such a 
place -of torment, where people 
cry, where they pray, where they 
remember, where they are remind- 
ed of their opportunities past, and 
where they grieve over their. loved 
ones unsaved who are going to die 
and go to Hell? They say, “Go 
warn my loved ones, my five 
brothers.” Do you believe Hell is 
like that? Do you? I wonder how 
many say, “‘Yes, Brother Rice, sad 
as it is, if Jesus said it, I believe 
Hell is a place of torment. I be- 
lieve Hell is a place-of fire and 
brimstone. I believe Hell is a place 
of eternal remembering, when a 
man would rather die than re- 
member.” Abraham said, “Son, re- 
member.” Hell is a place where 
people think and hear and cry'and 
pray. Do you believe that? I won- 
der how many believe it?-It is 
in the Bible. It is in the Bible! 
Oh, in view of Hell and eternal 
torment, how much is a soul 
worth? 


But wait a minute. Do you be- 
lieve there is a great gulf fixed, 
as Jesus said there was, between 
Heaven and. Hell? Do you believe 
that there is a ‘gulf fixed so that 
they in Heaven cannot, if they 
would, go down to Hell to com- 


fort? And those who are in Hell 


cannot, if they would, come up out 
of Hell and go to Heaven. Do 
you believe there is an eternal 
guif fixed between Heaven and 
Hell, as Jesus said there was? Do 
you believe that the fires of tor- 
ment in Hell go on forever and 
ever, and they have no rest day 
or night as says the Word of God? 
“The smoke of their torment as- 
cendeth up forever and forever.” 
Do you believe that? Jesus Christ 
said it! That is the Bible kind 
of Christianity. Do you believe 
it? How many believe that. the 
torments of the poor doomed soul 
in Hell are eternal? Let’s see 
your hands. Jesus said it. Do you 
believe that? (All raise hands.) 
In the choir, do you believe that? 
Do you preachers believe that? 
(Turning to ministers seated on 
platform, who raise hands.) Well, 
now hear me, hear me! Oh, God 
pity us if we believe that! Don't 
you think it strange that we don’t 
get anybody saved? Don’t you 
think it strange that your eyes 
are not heavy and red. with weep- 
ing? Don’t you think it strange 
that last night here in the midst 
of a great campaign you slept fhe 
night through ahd rose this morn- 
ing With rosy face and bright 
eyes? You lost no sleep and shed 
no tears. Your pillow was not 
soggy and wet with tears of peni- 
tential sorrow; and yet you be- 
lieve that there is a Hell of tor- 
ment, you believe that Christ-re- 
jecting sinners die and go there! 
You believe somebody died in 
Cleveland last night and woke up 
in Hell, and you will never have 
another chance to get them saved. 
And you will eat three square 
meals today. You will go on eat- 
ing big meals and enjoying them 
and sleeping in your bed happily, 
your mind occupied with food and 
clothes and hardwood floors and 
nice furnishings and drapes and 
salaries and. vacations; marriage 
and giving in marriage, banquets 
and entertainment, fame and the 
pleasure of men. God have pity! 
What has happened to the church 
members in Cleveland who rest so 
easily when souls are dying every 
day, going forever into Hell! 


“A hundred thousand souls a 
day 
Are passing, passing fast away 


and yet we eat and sleep. How 
much is a soul worth in view of 
the torments of the damned, in 
view of what Jesus Himself tells 
about it? 

I do not wonder that Paul wept, 
witnessing night and day with 
tears” (Acts 20:31). I wonder why 
I do not do more of it! I do not 
wonder that Stephen was glad to 
be stoned to death, his face like 
the face of an angel, if only he 
could preach the gospel. I only 
wonder why nobody in Cleveland 
ever gets a rock thrown at him, 
or a rotten egg. I wonder why 
nobody ever spits in your face, 
why you never lose a friend or a 
dollar or a job. God have pity 
on the kind of Christians that 
have no passion, no tears, no tor- 
ment and agonizing of soul, no 
travail over a dying race of sin- 
ners! 


Why some. of you have your 
own children, unconverted. They 
grow up about you, you are inter- 
ested in their clothes, you are in- 
terested in their manners, you are 
interested in their education, you 
are interested in their being in 
polite society, you are interested 
in getting them started in busi- 
ness or in a profession or a career, 
you are interested in their mar- 
rlages—but you care.nothing about 
their poor souls! How blind you 
are! Are you a heathen, are you 
a pagan, are you an atheist, an 
infidel? Do you believe Christ is 
a liar and the Bible a myth? Do 
you believe Christianity is a farce, 
that you do not do anything to 
keep sinners out of Hell? 


How much is a poor lost soul 
worth? Oh, how much is a soul 
worth in view of Hell and the 
fact that poor sinners go there 
unforgiven, unrepentant, unsaved, 
and no chance for salvation, for 
an eternity of woes? God have 
pity on us if we do not value 
souls! 


What does it matter if I leave 
my home and children? What 
does it matter if I am a stranger 
up and down this earth? What 
does it matter if people say to 
me what they do, as a wicked, 
ungodly blasphemer who called me 
and said, “I didn’t like what you 
said about America getting back 
her scrap iron; I didn’t like what 
you said, that God lets sinners go 
to Hell if they wouldn’t repent. I 
didn’t like what you. said. And I 
believe you are a racketeer and 
are out for the money.” What 
does it matter to me, what ought 
it to matter to me, when people 
lie about me, and if there is envy 
and wickedness, if some poor souls 
are kept out of Hell for eternity! 
How much is a soul worth! How 
much is a soul worth! In view of 
the torments of the damned in 
Hell, oh, how much is a soul 
worth! - 


What would it matter if I had 
everything else? What would it 
matter if I had ‘my private rail- 
road car? What would it matter 
if I owned stocks and bonds- and 
railroads and hotels? What would 
it matter if I pained world-wide 
fame and everything that goes 
with it, and yet did not keep a 
soul out of Hell? I tell you now, 
I am a poor, sorry example; I 
wish I were better at it, but I 
am on the main track. I am do- 
ing about the only thing in this 
world that is worth doing. I am 
trying to keep people out of Hell. 
Oh, how much is a soul worth 
in view of the torments of the 
damned in Hell? . 


I talked yesterday to a young 


man—God has touched his heart. 
God has laid His hand on him— 


and I said to him, ‘‘Why don’t you | 


ask God to let you preach? Why 
waste your time and money ? What 
does it matter about a few dirty, 
filthy dollars that will sodn be 
gone? A Christian ought to have 
his mind on something more than 
food for his belly, clothes. for his 
back, and a little bit of a home for 
his wife and children. God will 


look after that. God help us to get 


souls on our hearts. I Say, how 
much is a soul worth? 


Poor sinner, you hear me, hear 
me! The Lord Jesus Christ, the 
purest, the holiest, the tenderest, 
the most loving, the kindest one 
who ever walked up and down this 
world doing good—the Lord Jesus 
says there is a Hell of eternal 
torment, “where their worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched,” 
for every poor, unrepentant, 
Christ-rejecting sinner who dies 
without Jesus. Qh, how much is 
your soul worth? “What shall it 
profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world,” and his soul go to 
Hell forever? What shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul? If

Another word. In view of the 
sacrifice of Calvary, how much 
is a soul worth? How much is a 
soul worth, weighed by Calvary? 
it is a strange thing, but- I am 
often moved as I talk to little 
children and tell them the story 
of the death of Jesus and they 
are so amazed. Their little lips 
quiver. 


I remember when I was in Ak- 
ron, Ohio, in revival services in 
1930 and my second girl was con- 
verted down in Fort Worth. My 
wife was reading the book of 
Matthew and our little ones were 
in a circle around the chair. They 
listened, and when Mrs. Rice got 
to the crucifixtion story in 
Matthew 27, suddenly Mary Lloys, 
now nineteen, a junior in Wheaton 
College and planning to go to 


‘Tibet as a missionary, but then 


five years old, dropped her head 


on her mother’s knee and began 


to sob and sob. She said, ‘“‘Mother, 
I want to be saved.” 

Isn’t it strange that little chil- 
dren are moved at the story of 
the crucifixtion and preachers are 


not? Isn’t it strange that little - 


children are moved inexpressably 
when they learn how Jesus died, 
and we church members, we dea- 
cons and elders and stewards and 
Sunday School teachers have 
hearts that are cold and calloused 


and unmoved? Isn’t it strange we - 


are not swept off our feet wity 
emotion and sorrow and sham 
and grief and love when we re- 
member what happened at Cal- 
vary? Oh, we have become so ac- 
customed to it—we have become 
so accustomed to the death of 
Christ! 

I talked to a Jewish woman, and 
she was greatly moved as I told 
the story of the crucifixtion. She 
had never been to a Protestant 
service. She had never heard a 
gospel sermon. As I talked to her 
her eyes filled, and the tears 
trickled down her cheeks as she 


heard me tell of Christ’s death 


on the cross. And here you sit un- 
moved. God have pity on the cold, 
stony hearts of church members 
and unsaved alike in Cleveland! 


But I want you to remember 
that Christ died. First, consider 
that God the Father and the Son 
planned it. out long before, Some 
of us know that if we suddenly 


have to face tragic death we will 
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be given grace for it. But I re- 
mind you that the Father and 
Jesus planned this out thousands 
of years before the world ever 
began. Jesus said, “I will do it. 


I will do it!” And when He came 
into the world He said, “Lo, I 
come ‘to do thy will, O God,” as 
quoted in Hebrews 10:7. Jesus 
came to die. 


You will remember the suffer- 
ings. I need fot go over it. I need 
not tell you how He was betrayed 
by one of His own. I need not 
tell you how Peter denied Him 
and. how the rest of the disciples 
left Him and fied. I need not tell 
yw how they bound His hands 
and brought Him like a common 
thief before the high priest and 
the Sanhedrin. I need not tell you 
how they took the Roman cat-o’- 
nine-tails (that scourage—a stick 
so long with rawhide thongs on 
it and at the end of each thong 
a piece of bone or lead) and cut 
Him to the bone, and how the 
blood ran down His back. Often 
a prisoner died under the lash be- 
fore he ever got to the cross. 
Jesus went through that. I need 
not tell you that even before He 
came to the cross, out in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane, He sweated 
as it were great drops of blood. 
Satan tried to kill Him with the 
weight of the sins of the world 
on Him. He tried to kill Him pre- 
maturely. He tried to kill. Him 
before H® got to the cross. And 
Jesus sweat the bloody sweat of 
an agony of soul out in _ Gar- 
den. 


I need not tell you how they 
hounded Him and beat Him and 
kicked Him along that Via Dolo- 
rosa, that Way of Sorrows. Out 
of the East gate of Jerusalem, 
along that cobbled and dusty path, 
they led Him, possibly by a rope, 
as He carried His cross. He car- 
ried it until He fainted. under it, 
and then they dragged Him on 
up that little’: eminence eighteen 
or twenty feet high, called Cal- 
vary. “Gordon’s Calvary” I think 
is the proper one. And there be- 
tween two thieves they killed Him. 
They nailed Him to the cross and 
hung Him there. The sun beat 
down from 9:00 until 12:00, and 
He hung there in the pitiless sun 
with the flies on His gaping 
wounds. The crowd mocked Him. 
After awhile He said, “I thirst.” 
They gave Him vinegar and gall 
instead of water. Then, you re- 
member, the darkness came. The 
whole earth seemed to be in 
mourning. The sun _ refused to 
shine. And, behold, the angels 
were subdued and God hung crepe 
on the doorknobs of Heaven. Then 
Jesus prayed and said, “Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? That is to say 
{in Hebrew), My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” It 
is as if he said “Everybody ~else 
has forsaken Me. My _ disciples 
have quit Me. Peter cursed and 
swore and said he didn’t know 
Me. Judas sold Me for money, and 
everybody else has quit Me. Oh, 
My God, why hast Thou forsaken 
Me?” 

God had to forsake Him so He 
could receive me. God had to let 
Jesus die like a wicked sinner 


‘i oe He could pay my debt. In view 


of that -.crucifixtion, with God’s 


~“face turned away, in view of Cal- 
- vary and the price paid there, the 


blood poured out and the torment 
of soul when Jesus poured out His 
soul unto death, how much is a 
soul worth? Oh, how much is a 
soul worth? 

Well, I will tell you it is worth 
a lot to God. Wouldn't it be a won- 
derful thing if we preachers (God 
forgive my own calloused heart) 


_ —wouldn’t it be a wonderful thing 


if we preachers could ever come 
to the point where we would 
have the passion and see the val- 
ue of a soul as Christ did on Cal- 
vary, and as Christ did when He 
set His face like a flint to go to 
would not turn 
back? God give us a realization 
of the value of a soul, So we will 
never, never, never forget it! 
How much is a soul worth? I 
will tell you how much it is worth. 
It is worth enough that Heaven 


should give up her fairest Jewel 
It is worth enough that the angel 
choir should be muted and quiet. 
It is worth enough that the saints 
who had gone on before should 
be in tears. It is worth enough 
that all of Heaven should be in 
mourning. It was worth enough 
that for some thirty-odd years the 
Father should give up His Be- 
loved, His Own Son. It was worth 
enough that Jesus should be on 
earth and that foxes should have 
holes and birds of the air should 
have nests but the Son of Man 
have not where to lay His head. 
It is worth enough that Jesus 
should be born in poverty. He was 
born in a stable because there 
was no room in the inn. He was 
laid in a borrowed manger when 
He was born, He was buried in 
a borrowed grave when He died. 
And all between, during those sad 
thirty-three or four or five years 
the Lord Jesus was away from 
Heaven, away from Home. It was 
worth that. It was worth the love 
and the heart-break and the tor- 
ment of all the sins of the world 
which were put on His back in 
order to keep a soul out of Hell. 
If you want to know how much 
a soul is worth, go back to Cal- 
vary! 

Incidentally, if you want to 
know why I preach plainly about 
sin I will tell you. Some people 
do not like it. I remember one 
preacher in Chicago who heard 
me on the Chicago Christian 
Business Men’s Program again and 
again. He said, “Oh, that preacher 
always preaches on sin. All he 
knows is sin and Hell and judge- 
ment! Why doesn’t he preach 
more grace?’” I will tell you why. 
Nobody knows anything about 
grace until He finds what sin is. 
If I did not preach on sin I would 
be untrue to Calvary and the 
blood of Christ. If you want to 
know what sin is like, then look 
at Calvary. That is: what sin did. 
“See, from His head, His hands, 

His feet, 


Sorrow and love flow mingled 
down, 


Did e’er such love and sorrow 
meet, 


Or thorns compose so -rich a 
crown?” 


That is the price that was paid. 
That is what sin cost. That is 
what a soul cost. That is how 
much it is worth. Oh, in view of 
Calvary, how much is a _ soul 
worth? ee 

I wonder how many here could 
say, “If God loves me that much, 
and if Christ paid that much for 
me, I am not going to let my soul 
go-to Hell. I am going to be 
saved.” 


In Birmingham, England, as I 
recall, Dr. R. A. Torrey, with his 
party, Charles Alexander and 
others, were in great revival serv- 
ices where Alexander had a great 
male choir. There was in the town 
a sporting man, a big butcher, an 
owner of a chain of butcher shops, 
a big better on horse races, boxing 
matches, cricket games, etc. His 
wife kept saying, “You must go 
and hear Dr. Torrey.” He prom- 
ised and promised and finally she 
got him to go. He said, “You go 
down to your accustomed place 
and I will go up in the balcony.” 
She said, “‘No, I will go up in the 
balcony with you.” Dr. Torrey 
preached and he was not moved. 
He did not listen to a word that 
was said. But, when that great 
male choir stood up and sang. 
“Were the whole realm of nature 

mine, 
That were a_ present far too 
small; 


Love so amazing, so divine, 


Demands my soul, my life, my 
all.” 
He 


died for sinners and it broke his 
heart. What the gospel could not 
do in other forms—when he saw 
Jesus, when he saw him crucified, 

when he saw the bleeding hands, 

the wounded feet, the pierced 
side, the tear-stained face and 
the thorn-crowned brow, he turned 
his heart to Jesus. 

I remember telling that at Fort

Worth one time, and Robert Hark- 


saw the story of Jesus who |. 


ness was in the audience. He was 
playing for me in the meeting. 
Robert Harkness spoke up in his 
broad Australian accent which I 
cannot well imitate, and said, “I 
was there, Jawn! I was at Bir- 
mingham when this man was con- 
verted!” 


Hear me, dear friend: Oh, in 
view of Calvary and the poured 
out blood, the dying Saviour and 
the heartbreak of God—in view 
of that, how much is a soul worth! 
If one poor lost soul is worth 
all that, dear friends, how can 
you go to Hell without trusting 
Christ as your Saviour? 


And Ill tell you now, Chris- 
tians, one of these days when you 
face the Lord Jesus, what are you 
going to say to Him, He who was 
wounded, He with the scar in His 
side, He with the torn feet, He 
with the prints of thorns upon His 
head—how are you going to ex- 
plain to Jesus Christ why you 
never did get anybody saved? In 
view of Calvary and the value of 
a soul, “What shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul’’—or “what 
shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?” If you ever see it as 
God sees it, poor doomed sinner, 
you will repent and run from 
wrath to mercy. You will turn to 
God for salvation. If you ever see 
how much you are worth to the 
Lord, how precious you are in His 
sight, and how much your soul 
cost, you will be saved. 


The Value of a Soul in View of 
the Glories of Heaven 


Here is another word: How 
much is a soul worth in view of 
the glories of Heaven and the 
eternal blessedness involved? 


I am going to Heaven. My 
mother lay dying, and I remem- 
ber how she had us sing,. with 
my cousin playing the little reed 
organ, a cottage organ, 

“How firm a foundation, ye saints 
of the Lord, 

‘Is laid for your faith in His ex- 

~ cellent word!” 


We sang it to the old Southern 
tune, not the one you are familiar 
with. We sang it, and my mother 
clapped her thin, frail hands, and 
made us promise to meet her in 
Heaven. I can remember she then 
looked up and said, “I can see 
Jesus and my baby now.” The 
things of the earth began to fade 
away and she saw Heaven. Then 
her eyes softly closed, and with 
her hands folded on her breast, 
my mother went to be with the 
Lord. Oh, Heaven, Heaven! My 
mother, my mother is in her man- 
sion! My mother, who lived in a 
little unpainted house with news- 
papers over the cracks, with ‘an 
old plain floor, scrubbed with lye 
water until it was white, and with 
a homemade, hand-made rag rug 
on the floor—very neat and clean, 
it seems to me in memory. My 
mother in her mansion, and she 
never lived in a house with elec- 
tric lights but four months in her 
life! My mother in a mansion, and 
she carried water from a well all 
her life except for a few weeks. 
My mother in a mansion in Glory! 
Oh, where they will never. grow 
old, where they will never be sick 
or tired, where there will be no 
disappointments, where 


“There'll never be crape on the 
doorknob, 

No funeral train in the sky, | 
No graves on the hillsides in Glory, 
For there we shall nevermore 

die.” 
My mother is in Heaven! I 
want to meet her; I am going to 
meet her! I already have a ticket, 
I have a reservation, I have the 
promise of God. My sins are al-

Somebody here today is going 
to miss Heaven—miss out on all 
you have ever longed for. You 
never could quite attain it here. 
You never will here. Here is a. 


and got things in his.grasp, and 
they fade away. “All I can hold 
in my poor dead hands is what 
I have given away.” But think 
about when we get to Heaven, 


‘where the roses never fade, where 


ready forgiven. I am going to

people are never old or sick or 
tired or poor; where there is never 
a parting nor a sad goodbye; 
where there will be no more say- 
ing goodbye to my family and go- 
ing out, up-and down the earth, as 
if I were the offscouring of the 


iworld—hated and slandered where- 


ever I go by some people. There 
is happiness in Heaven, and think 
how many will miss it. 

In view of the blessedness and 
the joy inexpressible when this 
universe is taken over by the Lord 
Jesus and His saints and we reign 
with Him; poor, dear man, how 
much is your soul worth? 


I think we might say more of 
that. Listen; in view of the fact, 
Christians, that you are going to 
be there, don’t you want your 
loved ones there? Sometimes 
somebody says to me, “Brother 
Rice, wouldn’t it be wonderful to 
have a vacation?” You know, I 
just can’t get away. If I have an 
opportunity to preach somewhere, 
and hold a revival, how can I go 
and spend two weeks somewhere, 
with no meetings—just fishing and 
walking and riding and sight-see- 
ing? Somebody said: 

“Wouldn’t it be wonderful to 
take a three-weeks’ trip, go up 
through the Rocky Mountains, see 
the Garden of the Gods, go on into 
the great parks and across the 
ranges and see the great Sequoia 
trees in California; go up into 
Washington state and Wyoming 
and around,—wouldn’t that be 
wonderful? Wouldn’t it be won- 
derful if you could take a trip like 
that?” 


I said, “No, no, that wouldn’t’ 
be wonderful to me.” 


“Why, what would you like if 
you had a three weeks’ vacation ?”’ 


I said, “I have seen Washington, 
D.C., with the cherry trees in 
bloom already. I’ve seen Santa 
Catalina Island, and Carlsbad 
Cavern and the Grand Canyon. 
I’ve seen the high Rockies and the 
verdure and beauty of the Smokies 
and the Alleghanies. I’ve seen 
Washington’s Monument and 
Mount Vernon and the Betsy Ross 
House and Independence Hall and 
the Liberty Bell. I’ve seen the 
Battery and the Statue of Liberty, 
and the Little Church Around the 
Corner and Wall Street, and such 
matters. That isn’t what -I want.” 


“What do you want to see? 
Where would you go?” 


I said, ‘I would go home and 
eat my wife’s cooking. I would sit 
at home and study and read the 
books I didn’t have time to read. 
I would play with my own chil- 
dren—I’m almost a stranger to 
them. I would sit around and talk 
and play and sing at the piano— 


I never get to sing with my chil- 
dren.” 

Well, one of these days, I am 
going home. Wouldn’t it be tere 
rible if someone should say, “I will 
give you a mansion, but you must 
leave Mrs, Rice and your children 
out.” I would say, “You can have 
your mansion. You can have your 


money and your bank account. 
You can have everything else. I 
want somebody who loves me. I 
want those whom I love.” What a 
tragedy if some of you get to 
Heaven and the ones you love the 
best have gone to Hell! Someone 
said in the poem of a little song, 
“I dreamed that I searched Heav- 
en for you.” What would Heaven 
be like if those you loved the best 
were not there? In view of the 
glories and blessedness of Heaven, 
I charge you, Christian friends, 
“How much is the soul of your 
boy or girl or your neighbor or 
your friend worth?” How much 
is a soul worth? Oh, God give us 
to see the value of a soul as the 
Lord Jesus saw it enough to die 
for it, and then help us to go with 
tears and bring them in. 


Listen, lost man, “What shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and miss Heaven? If you 
gain the whole world: all the fun, 
all the wine and women and song, 
all the primrose path, all the plau- 
dits of men, all the fame and the 
money and the pleasure—all the 
things for your fat body and none 
for your soul—and then miss 
Heaven, miss the joy of seeing 
your mother again, or your wife, 
or the little baby God took from 
you? What would it be worth? 


I'am reminded of Calvin Cool- 
idge. People said to him, “Why 
won’t you run?” The Republicans 
said, “We need you as the Presi- 
dent. We can win. We can’t’ lose 
if you will run.” Calvin Coolidge 
said, “I do not choose to run.” 
They tried to make him say when 
he would accept the nomination, 
He said, “I do not choose to run.” 
People didn’t quite understand. 
After some long months—after 
the campaign was over—there 
came out an article in the Satur- 
day Evening Post by former Pre- 
sident Coolidge telling about his 
boy. He had played on the White 
House tennis courts and blistered 
his heel, and, like a boy, didn’t 
doctor it. After awhile it became 
infected and blood poisoning set 
in. Then they called all the doc- 
tors, but it was too late. ‘The 
poison went to his heart and he 
died. A year or so later Calvin 
Coolidge wrote his article and 
said, “When my boy died, the 
glory of the presidency faded

‘God shall wipe away all tears 
from “their eyes.’ It is not that 
some Christians must needs weep 
and others not. It is rather that 
all Christians must weep. It is 
likewise true that lost people old 
and young must do some ‘crying’ 
either now.or later, but surely cry 
they must before our Scripture 
lesson is fulfilled. 

I would earnestly impress upon 
all who read these lines three 
truths. 

I. The Christian Can Cry Now 

Over His Sins, or He Will Ory 


Over Them at the Judgment 
Seat of Christ. 


There is surely a time for the'| 


child of God to face honestly his 
failures to measure up to his high 
position, his heavenly cdlling and 
his marching orders. The Chris- 
tian, although saved from the guilt 
and penalty of his sins, is never- 
theless still subject to sin. How 
often we fail and fall! With what 
terrible consequences we leave un- 
done the good things we might do 
and do the bad things we ought 
not to do! 

I tell you, we Christians must 
face our sins now if we are wise. 
For face them we most assuredly 
will either in this life or when 


we appear before the Judgment 
Seat of Christ. 


It is written that “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, .and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness“ (I John 1:9). Again we are 
enjoined as follows, “For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should 
not’ be judged.” I Cor. 11:31). 
“How shall we (Christians) escape 


if we neglect so great salvation ?”’ 


is the question of the writer of 
And the = answer _§is, 
there is no escape. .God’s judg- 


ment awaits all such. 


Remember, child of Ged, you do 
not have to daily confess your 
sins, daily judge yourself, daily 
give attention to all to which your 
great salvation sumons you; but 
with all the earnestness at my 
command I charge you that when 
you face your record before the 
Lord Jesus at His Seat of Judg- 
ment, you will shed bitter tears 
of regret that you did not. 


I remind you that “Every man’s 
work shall be manifest: 
day shall declare it, because it 
shall be revealed by fire; and the 
fire shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work 
abide which he hath built there- 
upon, he shall receive a reward. 
If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire’ (I Cor. 3:13-15). ‘For we 
must all appear before the judg- 
mént ‘seat of Christ; that every 
one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it be good or 
bad” (II Gor. 5:10). In this con- 
nection I humbly suggest three 
tremendous impelling needs. 


1. God’s people need a renewed 
consciousness Of their sins. 

Of our sins of the flesh which 
make us stumbling- blocks instead 
of warriors; of our sins of luKe- 
warmness, “ease in Zion,” worldi- 
ness, wanderings, grumblings 


Of our sins of omission; the 
souls to whom we might witness 


but do not: the intercessory pray- 


ers we might make and do not 


Our sins, a thousand and one 
of them God give us to see our 
sins Surely our hearts would be 
tendered and our tears would flow 
could we and would we see and 
face our sins See them we will 
at Christ’s Judgment Seat; face 


for the |.

theme there we must. How much 
better to see them now, face them 
now while forgiveness and cleans- 
ing are offered. 

When Isaiah saw God in all His 
holiness, he likewise saw himself 
in all his uncleanness. 

The greatest tragedy I know 
anything about in the churches of 
our day is the absence of tears 
and confession of sin on the part 
of the people of God. They do not 
weep over their sins because they 
are not sin-consciousness. They 
do not confess. their sins because 
they have lost the sense of the 
blackness of sin. . 

2. God’s people need, (Oh, how 
we need it!) honest confession of 
sins. 

I do not now deal with obvious 
sins, nor can I pause to deprecate 


the “broad mindedness” of church 
people today toward the pleasure 
of a Satan-controlled world; but 
I press upon you now a few 
questions. 


First, are you a winner of 
souls? Is your life counting in 
the big task of keeping out of 
Hell? Are you fishing for men? 
Are you humanly speaking a 
‘savor’ of men? If not, I Say 
unto you that you are guilty of 
the high crime of ‘not following 
Jesus.’ “Follow me and I will 
make you fishers of men,” said 
our Lord. If Christians have any 
plain command from the Saviour, 
that command is to win souls. 
And we are to win souls until 
He comes. He promised to be 
with us unto the end of the age. 
The day will not be so dark this 
side of His coming when we can- 
not win souls. And if we can win 
souls, we sin if we do not. 


Surely the greatest sin a born- 
again believer can be guilty of is 
the sin of not winning souls. But 
some preachers, many churches, 
and millions of church members 
never win souls; and yet they are 
not moved to tears and confes- 
sion, 


Second, does God answer your 
prayers? If prayer changes 
things, if the work of the Lord 
goes forward through prayer. if 
mountains are levelled and val- 
leys filled: up through prayer, 
surely God’s people must be 
mighty in prayer. How is it with 
you my fellow Christian? 

Remember, wunconfessed, unfor- 
saken, covered, ignored, accumu- 
lated sin in your heart will pre- 
vent your prayers from. being 
heard. The psalmist had it right 
when he cried, “If I regard inqui- 
ty in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me” (Psa. 66:18). So many 
of our prayers are not even heard, 
much less answered. God’s arm is 
not shortened that He cannot Save, 
nor His ear heavy that He cannot 
hear. That is not the trouble. 
The trouble is that our sins, un- 
confessed, unforsaken, stand in 
the way. 


I say that it is time to cry} 


now over our unanswered, unheard 
prayers. Whatever keeps me from 
winning souls is sinful. Whatever 
makes me ineffectual in prayer is 


‘sinful. 


I do not condemn the Christian 


who falls and fails, but I do say 


our churches ought to witness 
much crying to God as we see the 
world marching with increasing 
speed toward Hell, and that be- 
cause God’s army isnot at the 
front putting in the sickle, reap- 
ing souls. I tell you, the enemy 


is gaining ground. Our youth are} 


not being reached, churches every- 
where are falling out, while God’s 
people ignore or refuse to face 
their sins, We need honest con- 
fession of our sins, with tears. 


3. God’s people need to foresake 
sin, 

We need to be reawakened as to 
our sins. We need to confess our 
ySins, and we ‘need to forsake our 
sins. 

It will not do to acknowledge 
our failures. It will not do to 
make broad confession of some- 
what hazy sins. They must be 
faced, confessed and forsaken. Let 
the preacher who is not after 
souls turn about face and. go seek- 
ing the lost. Let the Christian, 
content with going to church, sup- 
porting the church, and living a 
respectable though ‘selfish life, let 
such a Christian get under the 
load of a lost world and go after 
souls. , Revival will come when 
God’s people get to doing what 
Jesus commanded us to do. 

And what shall I say about the 
one guilty of the sin of prayer- 


lessness or wrong praying? Let 
him forsake such life. Let God’s 
people in secret, in the home, and 
in the house of God pray until rain 
comes. Rain from Heaven, re- 
freshing from the Lord. 


All other sins common to Chris- 
“ians will melt as the snow in 
spring time when with mighty de- 
termination God’s people forsake 
the paths of respectability and be- 
come out-and-out soldiers of the 
King. Not only must we Christians 
cry now over our sins lest we cry 
there at the Judgment, but, 


Il. We Can Cry Now Over the 
Lost Souls of Men or We Will 
Cry When We Face Our Lord. 


Heart concern for the lost is our 
need now. Can you and do you 
weep over the lost? Do you care 
for the souls of men? I wonder! 
So few tears rain down the cheeks 
of God’s people now as they pray 
for the salvation of souls! So much 
of our praying and testifying is 
dry-eyed. O for a Baptism Bf 
tears! 


Hear me, Christian friend, you 
will cry when the lost are cast 
into the lake of fire. How much 
better to. cry now and perhaps; 
God willing, see their hard hearts 
melted by your tears of concern. 
For I tell y®u, tears will win. 
“They that sow in tears shall reap 
in: joy” (Psa. 126:5). 

Our Lord had tears of com- 
passion. “When he saw the mul- 
titudes, he was moved with com- 
passion on them” (Matt. 9:36). 


They were fainting and scat- 
tered abroad as sheep having no 
shepherd and there were so few 
laborers in the plenteous harvest 
field. And so it is today, so many 
church members, so few soul win- 
ners. We could take the world 
for Jesus if the people of God 
were concerned for the souls of 
men. Our hearts are so cold and 
our eyes so dry. So many could 
be won by concerned, tearful 
Christians.

up. They thought the show was 
over. These women had in their 
hands certain spices with which 
to anoint His body. When they 
ran and told His disciples that 
He had risen from the dead, those 
disciples did not believe them. 
Two of them ran to the tomb 
to look and verify for themselves 
their story. And Thomas, when 
told that Christ had risen, said: 
“Oh no. You have seen a ghost, 
you’ve had a vision, you are 


fooled—I won't take your word: 


for it; I won't believe it unless 
I can see Him for myself and 
stick my finger in the nail prints 
of His hand.” 


Boy, wasn’t he skeptical! 


But not more so than the rest 
- of them. They did not, any of 
them, believe it at. first. Christ’s 
tomb was empty, contrary to the 
expectation of His friends. 


It was empty contrary to all 
other tombs of history. 


The pyramids of Egypt are fa- 
mous because in them were found 
the mumified bodies of ancient 
Egyptian potentates. Westminster 
Abbey in London is famous be- 
cause in it are the bodies of 
Browning, Tennyson and other 
English notables. Arlington Cem- 


etery in Washington is famous for | 


it is the honored resting place of 
famous Americans. Mount Vernon 
is famous because there is the 
body-of Washington. 


That is the difference between 
the tomb of Christ and other 
famous tombs. They are famous 
and draw visitors from afar be- 
cause of what they contain. The 
tomb of Christ is famous because 
of what it DID NOT CONTAIN. 
They are famous because they 
are full; it is famous because it 
was empty. If it had not been 
empty, you would never have 
heard of Christ. 

The Risen Lord 

Now if Christ’s tomb was 
empty, what became of the body? 
That is the question. Either the 


RISEN 


body had been removed or He 
had risen from the dead. One or 
the other of those two things 
had to be true. There is no other 
alternative. Either His body was 
remgved, or He arose from the 
dead. But there were only one 
of two groups that could have 
removed His body, and that was 
His friends or His foes, Well, 
His friends could not remove the 
body. That was out of the ques- 
tion. The tomb was sealed and 
the guard marched in front of 
the tomb to prevent that very 
thing from happening. So if His 
friends had wanted to take away 
the body, they could not. And 
on the other hand His foes 
WOULD NOT have taken the 
body away. That is the’ very 
thing they did not want to hap- 
pen. That is why they sealed 
the tomb and placed the guard 
there to protect it. 


His friends could not rob the 
tomb of His body and His foes 
would not. 

Then’ the 
stands. 

He arose from the grave. 

That’s what the Angel said. 

That’s what Mary said. 

That’s what Simon Peter said. 

That’s what Matthew wrote, 

That’s what Mark wrote. 

That’s what Luke wrote. 

That’s what John wrote.

That’s what Christian people 
have written and said for two 
thousand years. If it was not the 
truth, then preachers and the 
New Testament and Christian 
churches are a farce and the 
Christian faith is the biggest hoax 
the world ever witnessed.

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that such men did once live. I 
believe they did because we have 
records left by them and their 
friends that say they did, and 
those who made those records 
were honest, trustworthy people. 


And ladies and gentlemen, the 
records are too plain, unvarnished 
and undeniable about the resur- 
rection of Christ. Men who wrote 
the New Testament about His life 
and deeds and death and resur- 
rection preached those things in 
their lifetime, and for that testi- 
mony they were put in jail, they 
were beaten and abused and ridi- 
culed and hounded and killed. 
Men do not suffer and die for 
myths. Mer do not suffer and 
die voluntarily for Santa Claus 
stories. Men do not go to jail 
and bleed and suffer and lay down 
their lives for funny books and 
things they do not believe. 


These men were on the spot. 
Nobody could fool them. They 
lived when it happened. They 
were there and knew all about 
it. It could not be a “put up 
job” on them. And they were 
transformed by this great fact 
and they spent their lives telling 
it and laid down their lives to 
defend it, and they wrote the 
New Testament record that we 
might know its certainty. The 
resurrection of Christ is—as well 
established as any fact of history 
could be established by the rec- 
ords of men. 


The Fulfilled Prophecy 


Now notice the third thing in 
this text—the fulfilled prophecy. 
“He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said.” Things had a habit 
of happening “as he said.” A 
father came asking Him to heal 
an afflicted child, and Jesus told 
the father, to go his way, the 
child would be made whole. It 
happened “as He said.” He in- 
structed Peter to gc catch a fish 
and in the mouth of the fish he 
would find a piece’ of money with 
which to pay taxes. It happened 
“as He said.” He told His dis- 
ciples they would find a colt tied 
in a certain place. It happened 
“as He said.” He told them they 
would meet a man carrying a 
pitcher in whose home they would 
eat the passover. It happened 
“as He said.” He told them that 
they were going up to Jerusalem 
and that He would be betrayed 
into the hands of sinners and be 
crucified and buried but that on 
the third day He would rise from 
the dead. 


It happened “as He said.” 


His enemies remembered that 
prediction and took precautions to 
prevent it. His disciples forgot 
the prediction and) were aston- 
ished when it happened “as He 
said.” - 

But it took place just the same 
“as He said.” 


The Pledge of Our Resurrection 

His resurrection is the _ pledge 
of our resurrection. If He could 
keep the prediction of His own 
resurrection, then we may rest 
assured that He is able and will 
keep His promise that we shall 
rise. If He could throw. off the 
robes of death and rise, then 
surely He can raise our dead 
bodies. 


Listen to His promise:. 


' “This is the Father’s will which 
hath sent me, that of all which 
he hath given me I should lose 
nothing, but should raise. it up 
again at the last day. And this 
is the will of him that sent me, 
that every one which seeth the 
Son, and believeth on him, may 
have everlasting life: and I will 
raise him up at the last day.” 


—John 6:39, 40. 

That is His promise. 

He will make it good. 

“We shall not all sleep, but 
we shall all be changed.” 

“Christ the  firstfruits; and 
afterward they that are Christ’s 
at His coming.” “The dead -1 
Christ shall rise first.” Because 


He lives we shall live also. This 


is the Christian’s hope of the res- 
urrection. 


The Condition To This Hope 


But do not be fooled. Do not 
get misled. This hope is not 
universal. It is not held out to 
everybody, everywhere, all the 
time. It is limited to believers. 
It is for “they that are Christ’s.” 
It is only to “the dead in Christ.” 
Jesus said it was for “everyone 
which seeth the Son and believeth 
on him.” So if you want this 
hope and wish to claim this prom- 
ise, then you must accept Christ 
and believe on Him. 

That is why we have that 
wonderful promise in the book of 
Romans: “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” (Rom. 10:9, 10).

ITI. Lost Sinners Can Cry Now for 
Mercy and Salvation, or They 
Will Cry When It Is Too Late. 


Someone says, “A sinner does 
not have to cry and weep in order 
to be saved.” No, but although 
tears may not come from his eyes, 
they do from his heart. “Godly 
sorrow worketh repentance.” Some 
day the sinner must face his lost 
condition. He can do it in this 
life, and if he does so he is likely 
to cry out to God for salvation. 
Or he can do it in Hell and at the 
judgment. Every knee can bow 
now, or every knee will be forced 
to bow later. Every tongue can 
confess now or every tongue will 


be forced to confess later. Every 


heart can be touched now or it 
will be touched later. The sinner 
can flee the wrath of God now 
or face it and experience it later. 
There is no escape. Lost sinners 
must face their sins some day. 


You can be sure. that Lazarus 
did so in his earthly life; he faced 
his sin, his need, and was saved 
for he was carried to Abraham’s 
bosom when he died.

The Value of a Soul in View 
of Eternity 


Here is another word. In view 
of eternity how much is a soul 
worth?

Some- 
times my girls and my workers 
say funny things about me. (I 
hope they won’t tell you too much 
about me!)

He said, “From now on.” Listen 
to me! Eternity will go on—end- 
less, timeless, dateless, measur- 
less. A thousand years? Why, you 
haven’t begun in Hell yet. Another 
thousand years—and you haven't 
begun. Your heart sobbing goes 
on. You want for a drop of water, 
and you can’t have it. A million 
years go by, and you are still in 
Hell with no time served. God 
have pity! Oh, eternity away.from 
God! In view of the _ timeless 
stretches, the infinity of eternity, 
how much is your poor. soul 
worth? “What shall it profit a 
man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul. Or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul.” 


With Death So Near, How 
Precious the Soul! 


I ought to say one closing word. 
In view of the imminency of 
death, what shall it profit a man 
if he shall gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul? How much 
is a soul worth? 


I stood one night in Roosevelt, 
Oklahoma, and preached. A_ boy 
heard me. The next afternoon at 


train. He never lived to say a 
word, or pray, or repent. Oh, if I 
had thought about that, wouldn’t 
I have wept over him more, 
wouldn’t I have pressed the invita- 
tion more? 


In Kaw City, Oklahoma, a little 
town in. northern Oklahoma, we 
spoke to a Kaw Indian boy, a 
young fellow of twenty, and asked 
him to give his heart to Christ. 
We begged him to come to the 
meeting. The pastor begged him, 
and he promised the pastor he 
would come. But that afternoon 
he got drunk, and before morn- 
ing he was cut in two by a train, 
in this case literally cut in two 
across the middle. I saw the poor, 
maimed body in an undertaker’s 
parlor, Oh, if I had known that 
would be the last hour that boy 
would live, don’t you think I might 
have wept more and pled more 
and made sure he came? I didn’t 
do it as much as I might have 
done it. Death! Oh, death is com- 
ing! Somebody here may die to- 
night! 

In a union revival campaign, I 
preached in the great Binghamton, 
New York theater, seating 2200. 
I remember that one night I 
preached on the coming electrocu- 
tion of Bruno Hauptmann. He had 
just been condemned to death in 
the electric chair for the murder 
of the Lindbergh baby. I said, 
“Thirty days and by the process 
of law Hauptmann will go out to 
meet his God and pay for his sins. 
Thirty days and Hauptmann will 
prove- that God is not mocked, 
will prove that whatsoever a man 


will prove that the wages of sin 
is death. But, hear me, ‘somebody 
who is in this theater tonight will 
die before Bruno Hauptmann does. 
Somebody hearing me now will die 
and go to meet God before Bruno 
Hauptmann dies in thirty gays.” 
A man was there that night. It

was bitter zero weather, He help- 
ed to Shut the doors of the theater, 
and got in his car to drive home. 
As he drove, the car went all over 
the slippery, icy street. Somebody 
said, ‘Daddy, what’s the matter?” 
He said, “Oh, my head, my head!” 
A boy pushed him over in the seat, 
got under the wheel .and drove 
home. They took him at midnight 
to the hospital, and he was dead 
at 4:00 in the morning. He had 
heard me say, “Before Bruno 
Hauptmann dies, somebody here 
will die and meet God.” I don’t 
know when, but I know that some- 
body here in a few months, in a 
few weeks, in a few days, likely 
in a few hours, will die and meet 
God. I say, death is on your trail! 


In view of the fact that death 
May come at any moment, how 
much is a soul worth? How wick- 
ed the folly of one who neglects 
salvation! How mguch a fool is 
anybody who ignores the call of 
God. In view of that, how much 
is your soul worth? What would it 
profit a man, if he should gain 
the whole world and then die and 
go to Hell? What shall it profit 
a man if he gains the whole world 
and keeps it only a few hours or 
days or weeks. or months . or 
years? But death is coming. It 
is coming just around the corner 
now for you. Somebody here will 
die in a few hours or days. God 
have pity, how much is your poor 
soul worth? 


I am almost tempted to go on 
and on. I feel that I must say the 
last word I can since your soul 
is worth so much. I feel that if 
I could add ‘one grain of argument, 
if I could add one sentence to 


bring conviction, if I .could add| 


one tearful plea, as God is my 
witness; I would try to do it to 
keep you out of Hell today. Oh, 
how much is your soul worth? 
It is worth enough to be saved.
